(iii) to suggest appropriate changes in Central tax laws so 

as to promote employment and adoption of labour- 
intensive methods of production having due regard 
to administrative feasibility and other objectives of 
public policy such as economic growth and self- 
reliance ; and 

(iv) to make recommendations regarding any other "-elated 

matter. 

5. The Committee will evolve it? own procedures for its 
work. The Department of Revenue will provide the Secre¬ 
tariat to the Committee. 

6. The Committee will make its recommendations to the 
Government of India by 30th September, 1979.
